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NEVADA'S DESERTS. 


One Who 1s Familiar With the State 
Gives Ressous Why They Should Be 
Surveyed. 


{Communicated .]} 

Editor Gazette:— I notice that some 
of the State papers are averse to the 
present rate of survey or the public 
lands, They call the Nevada deserts 
valueless. Let us see what may be 
the facts in regard to these deserts. 
In the early days of Ca!ifornia the 
summer-parched plains were consider 
ed deserts and no one thought they 
could ever be cultivated. Some thought 
they would do well enough for stock- 
raising, but that was about the extent 
of theit value. “I would not give two 
cents an acre for the whole country. 
was a careless but common remark, 
but as time wore on, the wheat and 
vine patches confined to the damp soil 
along the wooded streams began to 
extend their area toward the broad 
plain, until the whole country, from 
the Coast Cange to the Sierras, became 
almost an unbroken grain field and 
vineyard. In this respect, to Certain 
extent, history if repeating itself 

IN NEVADA. 


At first the rancher confined him- 
self to the natural meadows of the 
well-watered valleys, and was slow ta 
discover that in the adj iningsagebrush 
desert a more prolific soil was found, 
which, by irrigating, would produce 
abundant crops of grain and vegetables. 
So the sage-brush of the valleys and 
plains ( deserts) is slowlyand surely dis- 


appearing, to be superceded by large 
areas Of grain, alfalfa aod vegetables. 


In Western Nevada there are streams 
that afford water enough, properly 
utilized, to irrigate ten-fold the area 
of land now under cultivation. In 
less favored parts of the State, reser- 
voirs may be constructed, aud artesian 


enou h to jerig ite hundreds of thous- 
ands of acres of these desert wastes. 
but the time has not yet come for their 
reclamation. Our population, for ob- 
vious reasons, increases slowly. Give 
us a steady, industrious people, who 
will be coatent to labor and improve 
farms, and Nevada may claim honors 
as an agricultural State that all New 
England coull never hope to attain. 
But the 
GREAT WEALTH OF NFVADA 


Lies not altogether in her agricnitural 
valleys, and mountains of mineral 

veins, Her most barren an utter des- 
erts. that are now decried and sneered 
at, bid fair to become the sources of 
her greatest wealth. That nature 
makes nothing in vain is assured by 
the fact that discoveries are constantly 
being made of vast deposits of salt, 
soda, borax, nitre, sulphur, etc., on 
the desert plains,and in the desert hills 
that are destitute of vegetation, ex- 
cept scattering, stunted sage-brush and 
grease-wood, ten thousand acres of 
which would scercely sustain an ox, 
and where a horned toad can scarely 
live, are also found gypsum, asbestos, 
siliea, kaolin. einnibar. plumbago, bi- 
tumiaous shale, indications of coal, 
iron and many other deposits, as weil 
as veins of copper, antimony, galena, 
gold, sliver and other metals, all of 
which, when fully developed, will con- 
stitute immense sources of wealth. 
But little progress has been made in 
the development of these valuable de- 
posits, solely on account of the want 
of some cheaper means of transporta 

tion than has yet been afforded. But 
they are coming. Already narrow- 
guage railroads are being projected 
and constructed to reach these deposits. 

ESMERALDA AND CHURCHILL. 

The first inception of the Carson 
and Colorado narrow gauge rod had 
for its object the traffic to be derived 
from the salt and borax deposits of 
Esmeralda county. These cover sev- 
eral townships of land and were a few 
years ago surveyed by the Govern- 
ment for the owners. When the C. & 
C. R. R. is completed to Columbus 
the developement of these deposits 
will begin io earnest and will prove a 
bonanza for the owners. The soda 
deposits in Churchill county nave not 
been fully developed for want of some 
better means of transportation. The

In 
fact these minerals and salines

proper title. With the progress of the 
railroad system now being extended 
over the State the development of 
these great laboratories of nature will 
proceed and must form one of the 
leading industries of the State.

Is There a Bonanza in the Mine or Has 
the Carson Appeal Gone Duft?
